Not too 
hard for 
minors to 
get smokes, 
study finds

A Dartmouth man was ar¬ 
rested and charged with 
second-degree murder 
Thursday over the death 
of a woman in October. 

Clarence Michael 

McLeod, 55, was arrested 
without incident in Dart¬ 
mouth on Thursday morn¬ 
ing, Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice say. 

He appeared in the Dart¬ 
mouth provincial court 
Thursday afternoon look¬ 
ing tired and unfocused. 

The balding man with a 
grey beard wore a puffy 
black coat and faded jeans. 
He didn’t speak during his 
brief appearance before 
Judge Alanna Murphy and 
was remanded into cus¬ 
tody at the Central Nova 
Scotia Correctional Facility 
in Burnside until his next 
court appearance on May 
20, when a date will be set 
for a preliminary inquiry. 

Police say a friend found 
Roxanne Page, 49, dead in 
a Roleika Drive residence 
in Dartmouth on Oct. 17. 

She had come to check 
up on her, police say. She 
also found an injured man 
at the scene. Police were 
called and arrested the 
man and took him to hos¬ 
pital suffering from what 
they described as self-in¬ 
flicted wounds. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said Thurs¬ 
day the man injured at the 
scene was McLeod. He was 
released in October pend¬ 
ing the results of an autop¬ 
sy on Page, which police 
say show the death was a 
homicide. 

“At the time, there were 


no obvious signs of trauma 
to the body,” Palmeter 
said. “The results of the au¬ 
topsy were obtained earli¬ 
er this week and as a re¬ 
sult, investigators made an 
arrest this morning.” 


Palmeter said he 
couldn’t release Page’s 
cause of death while the 
case was before the court. 
He said McLeod and Page 
had known each other, but 
the nature of their rela¬ 


tionship at the time of 
Page’s death was unclear 
to investigators. 

McLeod has multiple 
criminal convictions and 
has served time in prison 
before. 


health One in three tobac¬ 
co retailers in Nova Scotia 
will sell smokes to minors, 
according to a report 
released Thursday. 

The Canadian Cancer So¬ 
ciety study found more 
than 34 per cent of tobac¬ 
co retailers in Nova Scotia 
were willing to sell butts 
illegally when approached 
by a 17-year-old test 
purchaser. 

For younger test 
purchasers, the figures are 
more encouraging — 90 
per cent of retailers 
refused to sell tobacco 
products to 15- and 16- 
year-olds, according to the 
survey. When all three age 
categories are combined, 
80 per cent of retailers re¬ 
fused to sell to minors. 

But Canadian Cancer So¬ 
ciety spokeswoman Meg 
McCallum said the overall 
rate may be deceiving. 

“If you look at the over¬ 
all rate, it looks quite en¬ 
couraging,” she said. “But 
when you look at the rate 
for the 17-year olds ... (No¬ 
va Scotia) is the worst in 
the country.” 

Jamie, a student at 
Citadel High School who 
wouldn’t give his last 
name Thursday, said he 
knows a corner store own¬ 
er that sells him smokes, 
despite knowing he’s a mi¬ 
nor. He said it’s just as 
easy to buy cigarettes as al¬ 
cohol — sometimes easier. 

“A lot of stores won’t sell 
them to you, but a couple 
will... I wouldn’t say that 
it’s hard,” he said.

Fire lawsuits about 
bottom line: Mayor 

Kelly comes out swinging against insurers

Mayor Peter Kelly had 
harsh words on Thursday 
for insurance companies 
suing the municipality and 
its fire services over the 
handling of last spring’s 
wildfires in Spryfield. 

Kelly said lawsuits filed 
by the insurance compa¬ 
nies who paid out for those 
who lost homes in the fires 
are trying to enhance the 
insurers’ bottom lines on 
the backs of HRM taxpay¬ 
ers. 

“For the insurers to 
come at the firefighters 
and HRM, again, it’s a mat¬ 
ter of the bottom line, not 
a matter of anything else ... 
That’s what it’s all about,” 
Kelly said. 

There were 18 lawsuits, 
according to the CBC, filed 


against 
HRM and 
Halifax re¬ 
gional fire 
services late 
Wednesday 
afternoon in 
relation to 
the wildfire 
that de¬ 
stroyed eight homes, dam¬ 
aged 10 others and forced 
hundreds of people into 
rescue shelters. 

Taken together, the law¬ 
suits would reportedly to¬ 
tal about $10 million. 

The lawsuits allege fire¬ 
fighters were negligent in 
fighting the wildfires. The 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources announced in Oc¬ 
tober the fire was caused 
by an unextinguished 
campfire. 

Kelly said the municipal¬ 
ity will “vigorously” de¬ 
fend the firefighters, who 


he applauded for their 
work in battling the blaze 
in late April and early May. 

“Our firefighters use 
their professional judg¬ 
ment,” Kelly said. “They do 
their overall assessments 
of a risk, and in that partic¬ 
ular event they could not 
have foreseen the rapid 
change of conditions, in¬ 
cluding the drop of humid¬ 
ity as well as the tempera¬ 
ture rise and the wind that 
increased substantially.” 

According to the mayor, 
the insurance companies, 
not the residents, are lead¬ 
ing the charge in the law¬ 
suits. 

“As I understand, (the 
residents) have already 
been reimbursed for their 
claims. The insurers are 
now trying to reimburse 
themselves for the claims 
that they paid out to (the 
residents),” said Kelly.

tia woman who was 
charged with trying to 
arrange her husband’s 
murder. 

Nicole Ryan, 39, was 
cleared of all wrongdoing 
when a Supreme Court 
judge accepted her defence 
of duress during a 2009 tri¬ 
al. 

Her lawyer had argued 
that Michael Ryan was a 
controlling man who occa¬ 
sionally used firearms to 


intimidate his wife. 

Justice David Farrar said 
he believed the claims, 
adding that he placed little 
significance on the 
woman’s failure to report 
cases of domestic abuse. 

Chris Hansen, a spokes¬ 
woman for the public pros¬ 
ecution service, said they 
believe that Farrar erred in 
law in that he failed to con¬ 
sider whether the alleged 
response was proportion¬ 
ate to the perceived dan¬ 
ger.

Liberals say the NDP have 
broken their campaign 
promise to cut down on 
outside consultants, but 
the government says it 
plans to slash $14 million 
of consultation costs this 
year. 

The row was lacked off 
during question peri¬ 
od when Liberal 
Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil tried to paint the 
NDP as hypocrites for 
abandoning their 
election promise to 
save money on doing 
fewer consultations. Stephen 

McNeil pointed to a McNeil 
Deloitte finance re¬ 
port, rural ER review and re¬ 
cent auto insurance review 
as a few examples. 

McNeil asked for a total 
cost to analyze whether it’s 
been worth it. 

“They said during the 
election they would not be 
hiring outside consultants,

they have been. We’re just

These 
are big, important 
decisions and we get 
the best professional 
advice that we can.

“What is surprising to me 
is how many big, important 
decisions the previous gov¬ 
ernment appears to have 
made just based on the 
back of an envelope.” 


Because consultations 
don’t fall under one neat 
budget line item, govern¬ 
ment staff say it’s difficult 
to calculate how much the 
province spends each year 
on outside consulting firms. 

It’s safe to say the 
amount is in the hundreds 
of millions. 

When Steele asked for de¬ 
partments to plan to cut 
spending by one per cent, 
many slashed consultants 
first to the overall tune of 
$4 million. 

Staff say the treasury 
board has decreed $10 mil¬ 
lion on top of that will be 
cut over this fiscal year, and 
have instituted tighter rules 
on getting consultant con¬ 
tracts confirmed in order to 
enforce that.

Public insurance not 
ruled out, says Steele 


finance Nova Scotia’s fi¬ 
nance minister said Thurs¬ 
day he hasn’t ruled out go¬ 
ing to a public insurance 
system if the current struc¬ 
ture becomes too expen¬ 
sive. 

Graham Steele said he 
doesn’t expect to move in 
that direction, but concedes 
that it is possible if rates go 
up sharply in the future. 

He made the comments a 
day after his NDP govern¬ 
ment tripled the limits for 
pain and suffering insur¬ 
ance payouts when mo¬ 
torists suffer minor injuries. 

Steele said the cap for mi¬ 
nor injuries, such as 
whiplash, will to $7,500 
from $2,500. 

He argues that an actuari¬ 
al study shows it won’t 
mean higher insurance 
rates. 

Steele said it won’t be 
retroactive to 2003 when 


the cap was introduced be¬ 
cause it would create too 
much instability. 

New Brunswick’s Justice 
Minister said Thursday he 
wants to look at the facts 
before deciding whether to 
follow Nova Scotia’s lead. 

Kelly Lamroclc said he 
doesn’t want to do anything 
that could result in insur¬ 
ance companies hiking 
rates or denying service. 

The cap remains at 
$2,500 in New Brunswick. 

Lamroclc said he also 
wants to review the defini¬ 
tion for minor injuries to 
ensure anyone with a more 
serious condition isn’t put 
in the wrong category. 

New Brunswick’s Conser¬ 
vative justice critic Jody 
Carr is demanding a review 
to avoid any knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion that could affect rates 
and coverage.

Two murder 
charges - and 
now lingerie? 


A former Canadian 
military commander 
facing murder and sexual 
assault charges was hit 
with 82 new break-and- 
enter charges Thursday 
— with some of the 
burglaries reportedly 
involving lingerie. 

Col. Russell Williams led 
one of the country's top 
airbases — CFB Trenton — 
before he was charged in 
Februaiy with first- 
degree murder in 
the deaths of two 
women and the 
sexual assaults of 
two others. 

The comman¬ 
der’s arrest shook 
the militaiy. 

On Thursday, 
just hours before 
Williams made a brief 
court appearance, provin¬ 
cial police said a review of 
unsolved crimes in eastern 
Ontario had resulted in the 
82 new charges. 

Forty-six of those involve 
break-ins in Tweed, the 
eastern Ontario communi¬ 
ty where Williams lived af¬ 
ter taking command of the 


sprawling airbase in July 
2009. 

Another 34 fall under 
the jurisdiction of Ottawa, 
where Williams shared a 
house with his wife. 

The remaining two 
charges relate to suspected 
break-ins in Belleville, 
Ont., also near the base. 

Williams, 47, was arrest¬ 
ed and charged in February 
with two counts of first-de¬ 
gree murder in 
the deaths of Cpl. 
Marie-France 
Comeau of 
Brighton, Ont., 
and Jessica Lloyd, 
27, of Belleville. 

Word of the 
new charges rat¬ 
tled communities 
barely past the 
initial shock of the murder 
charges. 

Terra Dafoe, a friend of 
Lloyd’s, said she had ex¬ 
pected there would be 
more charges but never ex¬ 
pected so many. 

“Eighty-two is just ab¬ 
solutely ridiculous,” she 
said from Toronto.

Researchers isolate gene for rare mirror movement disorder 


When Andree Marion 
moves one hand, the oth¬ 
er automatically mimics 
the motion. If she wriggles 
the toes on one foot, the 
toes on her other move 
too. It’s not a nervous 
habit, at least not in the 
classical sense, although it 
does relate to her nervous 
system. 

Marion has a condition 
called congenital mirror 
movements, an extremely 
rare disorder in which the 
brain sends mixed signals 
to the muscles. 

And now, she and other 
family members also af¬ 
flicted with these com¬ 
pletely involuntary actions 
know why. 

Montreal researchers 
have discovered the gene 
that causes the disorder, 
and they believe it will 
help them understand 
more about how the brain 
develops and how it works. 

“At first it was kind of 
surprising because I had 
that all my life, so I didn’t 
think it was such a big 
deal,” she said Thursday 
from St-Sauveur, Que. 

“Maybe because when 
I’m talking I’m the kind of 
person who talks with two 
hands, so maybe that’s 
why nobody noticed.” 


Andree Marion, who has a rare condition which causes one hand 
to mimic the actions of the other, is seen in her home Thursday 
in Saint Sauveur, Que. Researchers have discovered a gene that 
could be the cause and hopefully will provide a cure. 


“The person who really 
noticed and found it was 
surprising was my hus¬ 
band, when he first saw 
me brushing my teeth in 
the morning and the other 
hand was doing the same 
movement. He said, 
‘What? That’s weird.’” 

It turns out that 11 out 
of almost two dozen mem¬ 
bers in her extended fami¬ 
ly living in and around 


Montreal carry the mutat¬ 
ed gene, which is located 
on chromosome 18. 

“My mother doesn’t 
have it. My son has it. My 
daughter doesn’t have it,” 
said Marion, explaining 
that her 19-year-old son 
Xavier is not as affected as 
she is, but “his fingers are 
still sort of moving when 
he’s doing things.”

Crown withdraws murder charges on Phillion 


court A man who spent 
nearly 32 years behind bars 
for a murder he says he did 
not commit wept in court 
Thursday as the Crown offi¬ 
cially withdrew the charges 
against him and the judge 
issued an apology. 

Romeo Phillion was con¬ 
victed of second-degree 
murder based on a confes¬ 
sion he gave police decades 
ago in connection with the 
death of firefighter Leopold 
Roy. 

After years of proclaiming 
his innocence, the Crown 
officially withdrew the 
charges on Phillion’s 71st 
birthday. 

“It’s a special day for me 


— my birthday. It’s the best 
birthday I ever got,” Phillion 
told CTV Ottawa on Thurs- 
- day. 

“I had an 
apology 
from the 
judge, which 
I waited 38 
years for. 
And my life 
Romeo Phillion will be posi¬ 
tive from 




now on.” 

But the legal battle is not 
over for Phillion. He will 
continue to fight for a new 
trial to officially clear his 
name. 

“I got many more years to 
go. I’m not going to die to¬ 


morrow. I’m going to stick 
around. My lawyers will 
take care of the rest,” he 
said. Phillion’s murder con¬ 
viction was struck down by 
Ontario’s top court in 
March 2009. The judge re¬ 
siding over the case ruled 
the prosecution withheld a 
key piece of evidence in 
Phillion’s 1972 murder trial. 

Appeal Court Justice Mike 
Moldaver found the Crown 
never told the defence that 
at one point investigators 
concluded Phillion was 200 
kilometres away from the 
crime scene in Trenton, 
Ont., at the time of the mur¬ 
der.

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Harper digs in 
over Afghan 
documents 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper hinted Wednesday 
he was prepared to go to 
an election if necessary to 
prevent the release of all 
uncensored Afghan 
prisoner documents to the 
House of Commons as di¬ 
rected by Speaker Peter 
Milliken. 

“It’s hard to take it really 
any other way,” NDP 
Leader Jack Layton told re¬ 
porters after listening to 
what he took to be an im¬ 
plied threat from Harper 
during question period. 

Harper’s comments 
added to signals from the 
Conservative government 
that it plans to dig in its 
heels on the release of 
Afghan prisoner docu¬ 
ments. 

Harper told MPs the sur¬ 
vival of his minority gov¬ 
ernment always depends 
on the “confidence” of the 
House, suggesting if the 
opposition parties don’t 
like what they see they can 
always have a vote of non¬ 
confidence and go to the 
voters. 

Yet shortly after that, a 
Harper spokesman an¬ 
nounced that preliminaiy 
negotiations with the op¬ 
position parties will begin

• Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff told reporters that to 
ignore Milliken's ruling 
would be a mistake. "This is 
a big deal. A government 
that doesn't listen to the 
clear word of the Speaker is 
making a cardinal error.

Federal Court Justice 
Michael Kelen says the 
Correctional Service of 
Canada broke the law by 
failing to release Ashley 
Smith’s records while she 
was still alive. 

Smith was 19 when she 
choked herself to death 
with a strip of cloth at the 
Grand Valley Institution in 
Kitchener, Ont., in Octo¬ 
ber 2007. 

Earlier that year she had 
requested access to her per¬ 
sonal prison records and 


authorized their release to 
the Canadian Association 
of Elizabeth Fry Societies. 

Smith had alleged poor 
treatment by the Correc¬ 
tional Service, including 
assault, lack of psychiatric 
care and frequent trans¬ 
fers between prisons and 
treatment facilities across 
Canada. 

Prison ombudsman 

Howard Sapers, the cor¬ 
rectional investigator, 

found she was moved 17 
times in just 11 months. 

He harshly criticized the 
prison service for failing to 
give Smith proper care and 
protection.

Oil reaches Gulf coast 

Spill much worse than originally thought 


Disaster could affect drilling plans 


An oil spill that 
threatened to eclipse even 
the Exxon Valdez disaster 
spread out of control and 
started washing ashore 
along the U.S. Gulf Coast 
Thursday night as 
fishermen rushed to scoop 
up shrimp and crews 
spread floating barriers 
around marshes. 

The spill was bigger than 
imagined — five times 
more than first estimated 
— and closer. Fingers of 
oily sheen were reaching 
the Mississippi River delta, 
lapping the Louisiana 
shoreline in long, thin lines. 

“It is of grave concern,” 
David Kennedy of the Na¬ 
tional Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration, told 
The Associated Press. “I am 
frightened. This is a very, 
very big thing. And the ef-

More diverse voices the better 



S o, Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil has 
his knickers in a 
righteous knot be¬ 
cause Darrell Dex¬ 
ter’s new 19-member eco¬ 
nomic advisory council in¬ 
cludes a few of the pre¬ 
mier’s union “buddies.” 

I’m delighted this new 
volunteer group — set up 
to “provide advice to gov¬ 


ernment on strategies and 
actions to grow the econo¬ 
my and act as a sounding 
board on government ini¬ 
tiatives for labour force de¬ 
velopment and fiscal man¬ 
agement as directed by the 
premier” — includes such 
an eclectic mix of advice- 
givers. 

True, the advisory coun¬ 
cil does include more 
worker representation 
than your average Tory or 
Liberal appointed group. 
What’s wrong with that? 
There are also plenty of ar¬ 
ticulate voices of business, 
including organizations 
(Halifax Chamber of Com¬ 
merce), entrepreneurs (Joe 
Shannon, Jim Spatz, 


Michael Donovan) and cor¬ 
porate bosses (Robert 
Patzelt of Scotia Invest¬ 
ments Ltd.). 

More significantly, this 
advisoiy board cuts a wide 
swath through Nova Sco¬ 
tia.

As for McNeil’s specific 
complaints — that Dexter 
shouldn’t have appointed 
Building Trades Council 
president Cordell Cole be¬ 
cause he was involved in 
last year’s election cam¬ 
paign fundraising scheme

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Women continue to 
make business gains 


Women are making 
greater inroads in non-tra- 
ditional occupations and 
fields of study, says a new 
study released Thursday 
by Statistics Canada on 
women in the workforce. 

In the 10-year period 
from 1996 to 2006, women 
went from a minority to a 
majority in a number of 
fields, including human re¬ 
sources, as administrative 


services managers, ma¬ 
chine operators in textiles, 
as managers in art, cul¬ 
ture, recreation and sport, 
and in insurance and real 
estate sales. 

Gains were also made 
in some occupations con¬ 
sidered non-traditional 
for women. For instance, 
the category for police 
and firefighters was 15 
per cent female in 2006, 


up from 10 per cent a 
decade earlier, the report 
said. 

“Certainly one of the 
major drivers, I think, has 
been the rising education¬ 
al attainment of women, 
and changes in their fields 
of study at the university 
level,” Kathryn McMullen, 
co-author of the study, said 
from Ottawa.

Buchanan says Corpo¬ 
rate Canada is benefitting 
from low debt levels, 
which put the country’s 
companies in better shape 
to withstand higher inter¬ 
est rates than Canadian 
households.

Behind the Iron mask 

Downey Jr.'s career comeback continues with sequel 



Thanks to the 
EyjafjallajokuU volcano in 
Iceland, which grounded 
flights around Europe, 
Robert Downey Jr. finds 
himself in California to pro¬ 
mote Iron Man 2 instead of 
London, where the movie’s 
junket was supposed to 
take place. 

But the actor refuses to 
feel too inconvenienced.

Vengeance children's 
comedy done wrong

review Furry Vengeance is 
exactly what’s wrong with 
most comedies aimed at 
children. 

It’s difficult to say 
whether the movie started 
with a screenplay or a 
checklist of every overused 
example of slapstick come¬ 
dy in the books. Presum¬ 
ably the filmmakers 
thought that if they geared 
their movie at a young 
enough audience they’d be 
lucky enough to find view¬ 
ers who hadn’t seen these 
jokes thousands of times 
before and might able to 
trick them into laughing. 
That’s probably true, but 
it’s unfair to let children 
think that this passes for 
comedy. 

The film stars Brendan 
Fraser as a father who up¬ 
roots his wife (Brooke 
Shields) and son to take 
them to a woodland com¬ 
munity where he will over¬ 
see the decimation of the 
forest in favour of strip 


malls and suburbs. 

Somehow the animals 
find out and set about tor¬ 
turing Fraser to stop the 
development. Cue an end¬ 
less series of pratfalls, pot¬ 
ty jokes, and grown men 
getting hit in the groin. 

Fraser can’t be criticized 
for a lack of energy as he 
plays every joke like it’s ge¬ 
nius and commits to 
countless physical gags 
that must have lead to in¬ 
jury 

Unfortunately, he just 
doesn’t get many laughs 
nor does Brooke Shields. 

Most of the screen time 
is dedicated to countless 
woodland creatures (who 
clearly weren’t filmed with 
the actors) and their car- 
toony CGI equivalents. A 
couple of consistent 
comedic performers like 
The Hangover’s Ken Jeong 
and Daily Show veterans 
Samantha Bee and Rob Rig- 
gle improvise a handful of 
decent jokes, but not near¬ 
ly enough. 

If you have children 
young enough to be suscep¬ 
tible to this sort of simplistic 
comedy, please steer them 
away. You’ll only encourage 
this type of filmmaking to 
continue.

The brilliance of Wes 
Craven's original A Night¬ 
mare on Elm Street was 
that it took the already 
tired ' 80 s trend of stalk 
and slash "dead teenager” 
films (as Roger Ebert 
would call them) and com¬ 
pletely threw it off its axis, 
combing nubile damsel- 
in-distress cliches with ab¬ 
stract, anything goes sur¬ 
realist/expressionist 
dream logic. 

The film is a classic, and 
rightfully so. Sam Bayer’s 


mammoth budgeted re¬ 
make is not. In fact it ain’t 
much of anything. 

Recycling not only the 
plot but most of the origi¬ 
nal’s set pieces, NOES 2010 
stars a gaggle of vacant, 
pretty teens who battle 
sleep deprivation in order 
to evade the nightmare in¬ 
filtrating, razor-gloved 


wrath of a scar tissue coat¬ 
ed boogeyman named Fred¬ 
dy Krueger (Watchman’s 
Jackie Earle Haley). We 
know they’re sleep de¬ 
prived because the lads 
have perfectly manicured 
stubble and ruffled shocks 
of hair while the ladies 
sport snazzy junlcie-chic de¬ 
signer makeovers. Like in 


the original, said catalogue 
casualties get butchered in 
their dreams and then ex¬ 
plode into hamburger in re¬ 
al life as well. It’s up to doe¬ 
eyed Nancy (Rooney Mara, 
who at least shows some 
semblance of life) and her 
histrionic emo pal Quentin 
(Kyle Gallner) to get to the 
bottom of the mystery be¬ 


fore the entire neighbor¬ 
hood falls prey to the stink 
end of Freddy’s fingers. 

Produced by Michael 
Bay’s franchise plundering 
Platinum Dunes imprint, A 
Nightmare on Elm Street 
makes Bay’s last horror 
hack job Friday The 13th 
look like Double Indemni¬ 
ty. This is truly a shrug of a 


film that aims to duplicate 
the tone of the original 
while tinkering with virtu¬ 
ally every aspect of it that 
made it work. 

Haley is poorly used and 
lacks enough menace for 
the role of a homicidal, un¬ 
dead child molester; every 
time he’s on screen, you’ll 
find yourself pining for 
Robert Englund. 

Director Bayer fails to ex¬ 
ploit the liquid possibilities 
of the dream landscape, the 
script is non-existent, the 
actors have little to do but 
run and scream and the en¬ 
tire reason for Freddy’s exis¬ 
tence is so watery and weak 
that it barely registers. 

This is a film designed 
by suits in boardrooms, 
with charts and graphs 
and contempt for their au¬ 
diences.

review The Perfect Game is 
an unashamedly corny 
movie that crams in practi¬ 
cally every sports movie 
cliche into a tight running 
time. 

However, it’s also a sur¬ 
prisingly warm and touch¬ 
ing film that works thanks 
to an inspiring central story 
and an impressive cast. 

Toronto-born director 
William Dear (Hany And 
The Hendersons) tells the 
tale of the 1957 Mexican lit¬ 
tle league baseball team that 
was so poor they walked 
across the border to their 
first game, but ended up 
winning the championship. 

The film opens in a de¬ 
pressed industrial Mexican 


community. The children 
run around with nothing to 
do when they aren’t follow¬ 
ing the Brooklyn Dodgers 
on the radio with an almost 
religious devotion. 

Cheech Marin plays the lo¬ 
cal priest (yep, that Cheech 
and he’s quite good as well) 
who decides to start up a 
baseball team to give the 
kids something to do. He 
soon enlists the coaching du¬ 
ties of a local ne’er do well 
who left the St. Luis Cardi¬ 
nals minor league system 
due racism (played by the 
perpetually underrated 
Clifton Collins Jr. in a rare 
lead role). He turns the chil¬ 
dren into a talented team 
and then ... well you know 
the rest. As the title suggests, 
the 1957 Little League World 
Series ends with the only 
perfect game ever pitched in 
that setting. 

This a very simple story 
filled with plenty of drippy 
sentimentality and scenes 
with child actors shame¬ 
lessly mugging for the cam¬ 
era. However, the movie is 
also incredibly sweet.

There's one thing you have 
to say about what is 
perhaps this country's very 
first theatrically-released 
contemporary comic west¬ 
ern — it doesn't take itself 
seriously. 

On the other hand, Gun¬ 
less isn’t entirely hilarious 
either, which leaves the 
film a bit in the lurch. In¬ 
stead, this Paul Gross-vehi¬ 
cle is one movie that sput¬ 
ters and stalls. 

I reckon there’s too much 
dust in the carburetor. 

Gross (Passchendaele) 
plays the wanted Montana 
Kid — an American outlaw 
who suddenly shows up dis¬ 
oriented in the fictional 
Canuck town of Barclay’s 
Brush where he immediate¬ 
ly challenges a blacksmith 
to a gunfight. 

The only problem: There 


are no working pistols in 
Barclay’s Brush. While The 
Kid bides his time waiting 
for the necessary repairs to 
an old sidearm, he soon 
warms up to the peace-lov¬ 
ing locals — most notably 
Jane (Sienna Guillory of 
Inlcheart), a tough-talking 
settler who rejects his gun- 
toting ways. 

While writer/director 
William Phillips certainly 
accomplishes the task of 
touching upon the neces- 
saiy iconography of the 
Wild West and delivering 
an authentic-looking duster 
(it helped that the film was 
shot in Canada’s most arid 
region — Osoyoos, B.C.), the 


film suffers from a conven¬ 
tionalized, modest stoiy 
and an eye-rolling intent¬ 
ness on painting a Canadi¬ 
an portrait which, in this 
type of maple syrup-infused 
adventure, comes off slight¬ 
ly holcey. 

A genre that’s been 
around as long as film itself, 
nobody should expect a 
western to be avant garde. 
But it does need to excite 
moviegoers and in this case, 
the unique comic spin of an 
American gunslinger lost in 
Canada is almost as flat as 
the rolling prairies.

S canning the skyline 
of Dubai is like 
watching bamboo 
grow. Nothing 

seems to be happening, 
but look away for a mo¬ 
ment and it appears that 
all those skyscrapers un¬ 
der construction have 
grown by four floors. 

As one of the most liber¬ 
al areas in the Middle East, 
I’d expected to find a thriv¬ 
ing rock scene. Iran, Iraq 
and Pakistan are quietly 
exporting metal bands. 
I’ve come to the desert of 
the UAE to drink from the 
waters of Western-style 
Arabic rock. I was misin¬ 


formed. 

The UAE is firmly in the 
thrall of pop. English-lan¬ 
guage radio features either 
Justin Bieber all the time 
or endless re-runs of ’80s 
hits like Out of Touch by 
Hall and Oates. 

Even buying music is dif¬ 
ficult — not because of 
censorship issues, but be¬ 
cause there’s nowhere to 
buy it. The Dubai Mall — 
so big that you locate 
stores by latitude and lon¬ 
gitude — has just one little 
music store. 

The Mall of the Emirates 
— the one with the indoor 
ski hill where the tempera¬ 
ture is kept at -3 C, even 
when it’s 47 C outside — 
may have a Virgin Megas¬ 
tore (the only music retail¬ 
er out of 466-plus shops), 
but its floor space is devot¬ 
ed to DVDs, video games, 
computers, Rock Band/Gui¬ 
tar Hero displays, musical 
instruments and T-shirts. 


The few racks of CDs are 
way at the back of the 
store. It took me 10 min¬ 
utes to find them. 

“Can you show me any 
local or regional rock?” I 
asked the person heading 
up the section. 

“Here,” he said, handing 
me a Serj Tanlcian CD, 
“Arabic rock.” 

“Um, no,” I responded. 


“This guy is Armenian, 
lives in California and was 
part of an American band 
called System of a Down.” 

“No,” said the clerk. 
“Arabic.” 

And so it went with him 
seemingly picking CDs at 
random and me gently ex¬ 
plaining how he was 
wrong. In the end, he 
stumbled upon a genuine

local thrash-metal band 
called Nervecell. We also 
found a compilation CD 
featuring a Pakistani 
group called The Kominas 
who sing a song called 
Sharia Law in the USA!

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John credits boy with sobriety

Elton John says he's been 
sober for 20 years, since 
shortly after the death of 
an Indiana teen with AIDS 
who the musician credits 
with inspiring him to turn 
his life around. 

John was in Indianapolis 
on Wednesday to headline 
a benefit celebrating the 
life and legacy of Ryan 
White. The 18-year-old 
died on April 8, 1990, 
about five years after con¬ 
tracting HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS, through a 
tainted blood transfusion 
to treat his hemophilia. 

The singer befriended 


the boy during his public 
battle for acceptance after 
he was banned from a cen¬ 
tral Indiana school at age 
13, bringing national at¬ 
tention to HIV/AIDS educa¬ 
tion and the plight of chil¬ 
dren with HIV in the 
1980s. John was at Riley 
Children’s Hospital when 
White died and was a pall¬ 
bearer and performed at 
the funeral. 

“It was one of the great¬ 
est things in my life to 
meet Ryan’s family, to be 
there the last week to try 
and help, and then for that 
wonderful message that he 


gave me to change my life 
around,” John told The As¬ 
sociated Press. “It was 
weird to take stock and 
think of it — I’m 20 years 


sober this year, and it’s 20 
years since Ryan died, be¬ 
cause I got sober shortly af¬ 
terward.”

Beatles' A Day in the Life handwritten lyrics to go on sale 


For the right price, some 
lucky Beatlemaniac will 
be able to own the lyrics 
to the final song on the 
Beatles album Sgt. 
Pepper's Lonely Hearts 
Club Band. 

John Lennon’s handwrit¬ 
ten lyrics to the Beatles 
classic A Day in the Life are 
being auctioned in June, 
Sotheby’s announced on 
Thursday. The double¬ 
sided sheet of paper fea¬ 


tures Lennon’s edits and 
corrections in his own 
hand — in black felt mark¬ 
er and blue ball point pen, 
with a few annotations in 
red ink. 

It is expected to fetch be¬ 
tween $500,000 and 
$700,000 when it is sold in 
New York on June 18. 

Rolling Stone magazine 
listed A Day in the Life at 
No. 26 in its compilation of 
the 500 Greatest Songs of 


All Time and Sgt. Pepper 
won four Grammy awards 
in 1968. 

The lyrics stirred contro¬ 
versy when the Beatles re¬ 
leased the album in 1967. 
The song was banned by 
the BBC because it twice 
features the line, “I’d love 
to turn you on,” which was 
interpreted as supporting 
illegal drug use. 

The album’s Lucy in the 
Sky with Diamonds was al¬ 


leged to have glorified the 
use of the hallucinogenic 
LSD, a claim that band 
members denied. 

In addition, A Day in the 
Life features the lyric “he 
blew his mind out in a car,” 
which Beatles aficionados 
claim is a reference to the 
accidental death of Tara 
Browne, the Guinness heir 
and close friend of both 
Lennon and Paul McCart¬ 
ney.

Mellowing out with MGMT 


Band switches gears following 
breakthrough success of debut

Not everyone is suited for 
fame. Just ask MGMT. 

Having sold more than a 
million copies of their 2008 
breakthrough album, Orac¬ 
ular Spectacular, and found 
an unlikely mainstream au¬ 
dience, Andrew VanWyn- 
garden and Ben Goldwasser 
became overwhelmed by it 
all. 

“Ben and I are really land 
of quiet,” explains VanWyn- 
garden. “We like mellow 
times. We’ve had a lot of 
fun, but we definitely 
weren’t prepared for that, 
we didn’t know what was 
going to happen.” 


After all the Grammy 
nominations, album of the 
year honours and bona fide 
commercial radio hits, 
MGMT did the only thing 
they could — they wrote 
about it. 

Over the phone en route 
to Coachella, VanWyngar- 
den makes the new MGMT 
album, Congratulations, 
sound as though it was writ¬ 
ten as a stress reliever. 

“A lot of this new album 
is expressing that feeling of 
being overwhelmed and 
frustrated to the point 
where the media is portray¬ 
ing you in ways you don’t 
want to be portrayed and 
you can’t do anything about 
it,” he says. 

Congratulations, it’s safe 


to say, is not the album 
most people were expect¬ 
ing from MGMT. Co-pro- 
duced by their mutual hero 
Pete “Sonic Boom” Kember 
(Spectrum, ex-Spacemen 3), 
the album’s whimsical for¬ 


ays into British folk, psyche¬ 
delia and prog rock have al¬ 
most entirely replaced the 
hooky, electro-glam-pop of 
their debut. 

VanWyngarden and Gold¬ 
wasser have spoken out 


about how it was written as 
a full-length album without 
any anthems like Kids and 
Time To Pretend in mind. 

But VanWyngarden is al¬ 
so quick to say that Oracu¬ 
lar Spectacular is “still very 


much a part of them.” He 
just feels Congratulations is 
a better representation of 
where MGMT’s creative in¬ 
terests currently lie. 

“I think we were always 
bigger fans of weird psyche¬ 
delic and folk music,” he ex¬ 
plains. “I don’t think this is 
the ultimate album or our 
big statement. It just re¬ 
flects who we are and what 
we were listening to last 
year. The next record we 
make will probably be veiy 
different from this one.” 

For the time being 
though, VanWyngarden is 
unfortunately still trying to 
convince some naysayers 
that Congratulations was 
completely intentional. 
“This album is more sweet, 
pretty pop music to us, so 
we don’t really get why peo¬ 
ple accuse us of career sui¬ 
cide,” he says with slight 
frustration.

Parmesan Crusted 
Chicken

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 15 MINUTES 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 egg whites, lightly beat¬ 
en 

1 tablespoon Dijon 
mustard 

4 (6-7oz) skinless, boneless 
chicken breasts 

2 cups finely grated 
Parmesan cheese 

1 teaspoon fresh thyme 
leaves, chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high 
and set oven rack to top 
position. Lightly oil a 
rimmed sheet pan with 
olive oil and set aside. 

2. Meanwhile, mix egg 
whites with Dijon 
mustard and set aside. 
Place chicken breasts on a 
cutting board. With a 
knife parallel to the 
cutting board, cut chicken 
breasts in half lengthwise 


to create two thin chicken 
breast cutlets. Working 
with one cutlet at a time, 
dip chicken into egg white 
mixture and then coat in 
Parmesan cheese and 
place on prepared sheet 
pan. 

3. Broil chicken breasts 
until crunchy and golden 
on one side, flip over and 
continue to cook on other 
side until cooked through, 
about 4 minutes per side. 
Toss carrots with walnuts 
just before serving.
